«ny idea of the advantages which are freely 
offered for toe amelioration of the wretched 
condition of a large class of unfortunates. 
ID a general way it is known that a blind 
man may be taught a few of the rudiments 
of learning, and to care for himself unde! 
certain limited circumstance!) and after a 
fashion. And it was not until the last five 
years that the education oC the blind much 
exceeded thcbe limits. During that time, 
however, progress has bean made which 
pots the sightless nearly on a plane with 
those whose sight is perfect. 


The educated blind man of the period not 


only reads and writes, 
but he 
does 


so 
with 
unerring 
accuracy—fluently 


and well 
He studies geography, with 


maps; astronomy, with 
sidereal charts 


and 
apparatus; 
and 
ranges 
at 
will 


through all the hitherto forbidden fields o1 
natural science. Let a seeing man, if be 
can, read to him a sheet of music; he will 
transcribe it faster than it is read, and, tak- 
ing it to a piano, will compel that instru- 
ment to give up a faultless interpretation ol 
the notes. It is no uncommon sight in the 
neighborhood ot a blind school to see a group 
of the pupils at a popular lecture taking 
notes which they will afterwards transcribe 
at length in their rooms. There arc actually 
thousands o! persons in Illinois, who neve: 
saw the light of day, carrying on an un 
trammeled correspondence in characters 
which are neither English, nor Hebrew, nor 
Chaldaic, nor cuneiform—nor anything else 
than the "blindalphabet" Blind men teach 
their e««ing friends to do this in order thai 
thf / may correspond as other people da 


These splendid results have been achieved 


by means so simple that the wonder is thai 
they were not known Ions before. 
Until 


recently the blind pupil received all in- 
struction orally. 
Everything was read tc 


him for th3 ample reason that he could not 
himself read, except ia the old-fashioned 
"raised-feu*" literature, of which there 
was comparatively little ia existence, but 
which, as is generally known, was traced 
with great labor by the ends of the blind 
man's fingers. This he could read, but, 
necessarily he could not write. 
It was to 


overcome this defect that the existii g "po"1' 
systems'* were invente-1. These are two in 
number, the "New York point" and the 
"Braille point," between which there it only 
a technical difference. 


Taking the "Braille" by the way of illus- 


tration, the blind man's writing outSt con- 
gifts of paper, a ".-.late," and a "point" A 
"slate" is best described a? two narrow strips 
of bros, f oUin? together something like a 
pocket rule. In the upper arm ore punc- 
tured, two or more rows of oblong holes like 
Shis: 


Upon the othar arm, under each ot these 


holes and conforming to its dimensions, are 
fix dots ludentoJ upon the brass, thus:

The pupil inserts a sheet of paper between 


the two arms and begins his work with his 
"point," which is "imply a diminutive awl. 
By inserting thU awl at any one of these 
points the paper is indented, but not punct- 
ured through, with a corresponding point. 
Thus an impress on is made on the loner 
aide of the paper which is appreciable to 
the touch. It will be seen that this system 
ot six points admits of a practically unlim- 
ited number of combination. Upan these 
combinations are based the alphabet, the 
Arabic numerals, musical notes, or any 
other character in common use in any liter- 
ature. Thus, .: expresses one letter, : an- 
other, and go on. As his characters are writ- 
ten in the reverse, the blind writer begins 
•t the right and works backward, as in He- 
brew. 


By these means the blind writer attiias a 


very creditable speed, varying, of course, 
according to his individual talent. For pur- 
poses of ordinary correspondence be uses 
Spmmon note paper and makes an impres- 
sion that suffices for one or two readings be 
fore it is obliterated by contact with the 
fingers. For more enduring matter a special, 
heavy paper is employed. From writing to 
type-setting was but a step, and there are 
now very few blind institutions not pro 
vided with a composing room and complete 
outSte of types, cases and other parapher- 
nalia, which are brought into requisition to 
print anything required. 
Blind printers, 


pressmen and binders do all the work. 


Maps for the blind, geometric figures, 


and all similar devices are easily made by 
'raising the boundry lines and indicating 
cities, point*, etc. by brass pegs. The eager- 
ness with which the pupils seize upon these 
means ot supplying their great defect, their 
great desire to learn, and their great appre 
elation of what had'been done for them com 
compensates ia a groat measure for their 
lack of debt. Inspectors of the blind de- 
light to d<T*U upon the tacile disposition 
•ad talents of their pupil*, and exhibit evi 
denees ot their work which teach the lesson 
clearly that intelligent philanthropy has 
done much to take away the sting of one o 
the greatest of physical bereavements.

All entries to bo made In writing, to give »er' 
color and marcs of horses

dence of owner and in running races colon to b« 
worn by rider and any other particulars that will 
enable the audience to distinguish the horse la the 
race. 


Write "Entries to Ilices," on outside of «nvelop« 
and seal. 


Entrance fee ten per cent of pane, to accompany 


entries. 


In ill races, 6 or more to enter and J or more to 
itart 
National Association rule* to govern trotting, 
but the Board reserves tbe rieht to trot heata ot 
any two classes alternately, 11 necessary to flntth 
any day's racing, or to troi a special race between 
he beat*, or change the order of ncea advertised 
'or any day 


Unleat otherwise ordered by tbe Board, no horse 
* qualified to be entered in any >UMiict race that 
has not been owned and kept in the District alx (C) 
months prior to the day of the race, and any entry 
by any person of any dlsqutlnied bone shall be 
n»ld liable for the entrance fee contracted. without 
any right to compete for a purse, and shtll be held 
table to penalties prescribed by tbe National f*- 
Delation and Kulcs oi the Slate Agricultural So- 
lely and expulsion from tbe Association. 
If, in tbe opinion of the Judges, any race cannot 


be completed on the closing day of the Fair, it 
lay be continued or declared off at the option of 
the Judges. 


In all races noted above, five at more paid up 
entries required to fill and three or more horses to 
start, but the Board reserves tbe right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with a less number and do- 
duct a proportionate amount of the pnn,e. 


Ween less than the required number ot starters 
appear they may contest for tbe entrance money, 
to be divided aa follows 60'i to tho first and 33H 
to tbe second 


Mules of the State Agricultural Society to goy- 
arn running races except where conditions named 
are otherwise. 


The Board reserves the right to change the order 


of each day's races. 


Any person not intending to atari big horse must 


nolily the Secretary in writing on or before 6
